This is our sixteenth animal report to the citizens of the Town 
of West Rutland on State payments in your municipality of var- 
ious types of assistance and welfare during 1951. 

The total number of recipients in the State has declined, but 
expenditures are larger by reason of increases in the legal monthly 
maxi mum s authorized by the 1951 Legislature. Fuads for the 
support of these programs were derived from the Federal Govern- 
ment 57.5%, State Government 37,6% and Town or City 4.9%. 
Total administrative expenses for the four types of Public Assist- 
ance were 4.2% and for all programs and services fi.5%, giving 
Vermont top ranking in the nation for low cost* In Vermont one 
in six persons over six ty- five receive Old Age Assistance and one 
in fifty children under the age of eighteen receive Aid to De- 
pendent Children, 

None of the assistance programs are pensions* They are paid 
on the basis of need and in accordance with policies and pro- 
cedures established under law. Children and parents, in pro- 
portion to their ability, have legal as well as moral obligations 
under the Statutes.

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THE WEST RUTLAND RECREATION PROGRAM 
REPORT 

Tliis year tlio playground opened un June 25, and closed 
August 24, During this ten week period a daily average of 225 
children made use of the playground facilities. Due to min 
extremely cool weather the playground did nut open on S of the 
50 playground days. At this rate nearly 10,000 children partici- 
pated in the playground activities in the course of the season. 
This estimate only includes the children who were on hand during 
the playground hours of 0-1 1:30 a. m. and from 1:30-3:30 p. m, 
and does not include the hundreds of adults who found relaxation 
in participating or watching the regularly scheduled softball and 
basketball games. 

The Recreation Softball League again proved to be very 
popular and the six team league found about 75 people partici- 
pating in the competition. The league was won by the Hillbillies 
who went on to compete in the Vermont State Regional Softball 
Tournament- The addition of a scoreboard added more interest- 
to the game and it was an added convenience for both players and 
spectators. A enow fence was erected and tried out but it was 
found to be impractical because of the high winds which con- 
sistently blew the fence over, 

A new chute and merry-go-round were purchased anti in- 
stalled this summer. Both of these devices proved very popular 
with the younger children in the 5-12 age group. Our merry-go- 
round is far superior than I hose to be found on other playgrounds, 
and has a paneled mid-section so that the children cannot slip 
down beneath the revolving apparatus. The chute is 20 ft. high 
tuid was installed beneath shade trees in bade of the high school 
so that the sun would not over-heat the metal slide and cause 
burns. 

The water fountain was also improved hy digging a circular 
trench 6 ft* in diameter and about four feet deep around it, filling 
this hole with large stones and topped by gravel so better drain- 
age could be made possible. This removed the eternal puddle of 
water which surrounded the fountain. 

In addition to the regular activities which w ere held in past 
years, a baseball league was organized for the boys between 8-14. 
Four teams were formed and daily scheduled games were held at 
9:30 a. in. The size of the baseball field was reduced so as not to 
put a strain on the throwing arms of the younger boys*

Midway through the playground reason an outdoor basket- 
ball court was built at the total cost of $9 for the Four posts which 
were used to support the backboards. A four foot clay base makes 
this 50 x 90 l't. college size basketball court one of the finest out- 
door courts in the state. Two basketball leagues were then form- 
ed. One of these was a 6 team league, three from Rutland, and 
three from West Rutland ami games were played twice a week. 
The other league consisted of the three West Rutland League just 
mentioned pins a fourth West Rutland team. This outdoor 
basketball court proved to be not only popular with the older 
boys who played in the league, approximately 35 of them, but 
also was in use constantly by the younger boys and girls. Foul 
shooting contests were held as special events for both hoys and 
girls. 


Activities that were available for the playground children 
are: baseball, swimming, softball volleyball, basketball, football, 
deck tenuis, badminton, swings, chute, merry-go-round, slugball, 
arts and crafts, children’s games, and various other activities. 
Approximately once a week we held special events and some of 
these events that were run-off during the past season were; a 
wheel and bicycle parade with prizes for the best decorated 
vehicle, a doll show, a girl’s foul shooting tournament, a picnic, a 
throwing, bunting and hitting contest for the boys, a boy’s foul 
shooting tournament, and a free movie For the children at the 
Joy Theatre, 

On Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays t he School bus took 
the children to the Rutland Swimming Pool If the weather was 
bad, the swimming trip was postponed to the following day. Sev- 
eral baseball and softball games were scheduled with the Rotary 
and other Rutland playgrounds so that these games were com- 
bined with the swimming trip and an extra trip was avoided. Ap- 
proximately 1,000 children made these swimming pool trips and 
at times the school bus had to make two trips to cany all of the 
children, 

Part of my job is to make suggestions and recommendations 
at the end of the year, for the improvement of our Recreation 
Program and Playground Facilities. During the course of the 
season I visited many other playgrounds, and my impression is 
that the West Rutland playground has the largest area, and is 
more ideally located than any other playground that I have seen. 
However, there is a lot of room for improvement and with a little 
extra concentrated effort, we could not only have the largest 
playground in the state, but also the best equipped- This can he 
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done, in my opinion, by adding one major improvement a year. 
By setting aside about 25% of the annual playground appropria- 
tion and using ibis money for the one major improvement this 
objective can be realized. It could also be hastened with the help 
of the Rotary C lub and other local organizations by sponsoring 
socials, raffles, bazaars etc,, and using the proceeds as an addition 
to the Playground appropriation. As to the type of major im- 
provements of vi Inch 1 speak I will go on to list a few such pro- 
jects, 

I* To install lights and some bleachers around the skating rink 
area which also serves as our outdoor basketball court in 
the summer. This would make night basketball possible 
and a league could be formed from teams from Rutland, 
Proctor, Fair Haven, and Poultney. The merits of this im- 
provement are many, here are a few. 

(a) the games would begin soon after the softball game is 
over, thus giving all the people in West Rutland an op- 
portunity for a good evening of entertainment at no 
cost, 

(b) it would take more children, both young and old, off 
the streets, and keep them out of mischief. 

(c) it would also improve the lighting for the skating rink, 
and the temporary bleachers could be used by the high 
school for the football games. 

11. The second major improvement is the building and main- 
tenance of a tennis court which would run parallel with the 
outdoor basketball court. This project was started i his year, 
but each time someone was hired to complete the job, they 
failed to show up, thus leaving the project un-eompleted. 
The court will have to be enclosed by a wire fence at least 
at the ends of the court. This should be begun well in ad- 
vance to the opening of the playground. 

IIP The third major improvement could be a miniature golf 
course. I know tins suggestion will probably raise many 
eyebrows, as to bow it can be afforded, but it can be done. 
The big coat involved hero is labor, and the only way it can 
be afforded is by free voluntary labor, on the part of the 
citizens* The suggested area is on the lot adjoining t he soft- 
ball field in back of the high school, or in the area west of the 
basket hall court, this area is more practical since the light- 
ing for the basketball court could also be used on the min- 
iature golf course and help hundreds of more people to bet ter 
enjoy themselves in the evening. 
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Other improvements which could be made at relatively lower 
costs which would add tremendously to the playgrounds area are: 

(1) the cutting of all tall grass and enclosure of the playground 
area with a fence at its extreme ends, to prevent traffic 
from racing through there during playground hours and en- 
dangering the safety of the children* These barriers could be 
removed after the playground hours. 

(2) complete repair of all swings, with addition of new seats, and 
teeter-totters for the younger children. 

(3) addition of a picnic area with tables to eat on and one or 
two fireplaces* This would make it possible to stage picnics 
for children and parents alike and add to the evening re- 
creation program, 

(4) l he purchase of a loud speaking system and record player 
to provide music as part of our program* Second-hand 
equipment could probably bo purchased at low cost. 

1 know that 1 will probably be accused of being an idealist 
but I feel everyone should take part in this Recreation Program* 
You the taxpayer are making it possible, and you should take ad- 
vantage of it* T enjoyed my work this summer very much and on 
the part of my co-workers Miss Mary Pie try ka and Miss Claire 
Rallies wish to thank you for making it possible.

There were 531 pupil# registered in January 1951 in the Pub- 
lic and Parochial school in West Rutland. In September 1951 
there were 479 pupils registered in both schools,

found, such as, faulty nutrition, defective teeth, tonsils, eyes, 
ears, posture and cleanliness.

There were 94 children examined by Dr. Smolinski and Dr.

During the school year, 51 pupils were given smallpox vac- 
cine; 87 pupils tetanus and diptheria toxoid ; 21 pupils were given 
booster shots of tetanus and diptheria.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 

SCHOOLS 

During the summer months the school board began its pro- 
gram of redecorating the rooms and halls of the high school and 
elementary school. A start was made in the elementary rooms by 
re-finishing Grade 1 in a color scheme of pastel blue. In Grade 2 
the color scheme includes a pastel green. The rooms are very 
attractive and it has been decided to redecorate as many of l he 
rooms each year as is possible. The window curtains on the first 
floor were replaced and it is planned to replace the curtains, one 
floor each year, until the entire three floors of the school building 
have been refurnished. 

The floor of the gymnasium was thoroughly washed, cleansed 
and re-sealed with a protective coating to preserve the hardwood 
flooring, and at the same time, condition it for the extra heavy 
usage that it receives, 

A complete survey of the lighting and wiring in the school 
was made during the summer to see what can be done to bring 
the present lighting system up to modern requirement standards. 
It is the desire of the school board to sec to it that the present 
system is thoroughly examined, and to make improvements 
wherever, and whenever such are necessary. 

Plans are under consideration by the board for undertaking 
extensive repairs to the roof of the school. Through the years the 
settling of the walls lias loosened the marble work on the parapets 
and cornices. The roof is therefore not weather t ight. These re- 
pairs arc both necessary and urgent. However, the school budget 
1ms taken this extra heavy expense into account. 

There were several changes in the high school faculty due to 
resignations. Two teachers were married and one resigned her 
position to continue graduate work at the University of Vermont. 
We were successful in obtaining well-qualified and competent 
instructors to replace them. We are confident that these young 
teachers will give a good account of themselves and will carry out 
the policy of the board to secure the best instruction possible for 
the children of our schools. 

This year the school took advantage of the school medical 
conference offered to nil first and third grade pupils. These con- 
ferences consisted of a medical examination of each youngster in 
these two grades, and immunization was offered to all those 
needing it. The parents of the youngsters being examined were 
invited to attend in order that tiie results of the examination 
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could be discussed with them. We felt that this program was of 
great benefit to these children and to the parents. It is felt that 
the Vermont State Department of Health should be compliment- 
ed upon seeing to it that such a program m incorporated into our 
school system. 

The Parent Teachers’ Association has continued its hot 
lunch program during the present school year. It is an excellent 
and beneficial program that this association is sponsoring* It 
provides children that wish it with a hot lunch during the winter 
months* The program begins December 1st and continues 
throughout the winter until April 1st* The program takes care of 
lunches for about 120 to 140 pupils per day. The children are 
served with what is termed a class A lunch fur 15c and if adults 
wish to take advantage of the program the charge is 25c per 
lunch. To facilitate their work the Association installed a new 
range this year which enables them to efficiently serve this large 
number of pupils* 

The Parent Teachers’ Association has also sponsored a school 
band* The band consists of about fifty students and meets once 
a week under the direction of Mr. Ianni of Rutland. Mr. Ianni 
has had a great amount of success with school bands throughout 
this section of the state. The Association has provided the band 
with the larger wind instruments that are necessary and which 
would he practically prohibitive for individual students to pur- 
chase* We arc looking forward with a great deal of interest to the 
first concert to be presented by our first school band* 

The Parent Teachers 1 Association has also presented to the 
schools a sound motion picture projector. This projector lias been 
put to excellent use in our schools. In the elementary grades a 
definite program of motion pictures has been articulated* Sound 
motion pictures are shown each week that are coordinated with 
the work of the teachers in the various grades. In I he high school 
various films are shown from time to time winch augment our 
guidance program* 

The School Bus schedule for the present year is practically 
identical with that of last year. The bus makes four 1 rips daily 
to Whipple Hollow and Pleasant Street to bring students to and 
from ! lie schools in the town. The schedule is alternated every 
week to bring about an even distribution of the starting and re- 
turning time for the different pupils. The bus averages about 45 
pupils per trip.
